Covina hotel, one of the institu- 


tions linked with the history of the 
city and valley, and which has been 
for several years under lease to Mr. 
and Mrs. S. C. Landram, will even- 
tually be. moved from its present site 
facing on Citrus avenue, and will 
occupy space on two lots in the rear 
of its present site, according to an 
announcement 
this week by the 


Landrams. 


The Landrams have purchased the 


building and eighty feet of front- 
age on Cottage Drive, and have an 
agreement with former City Coun- 
cilman Reed of Los Angeles, the for- 
mer owner, to move the building 
within three years. 


Mr. and Mrs. Landram have made 


an outstanding success of the hotel, 
which they have operated in con- 
junction with a cafeteria. 


Members of the San Dimas Lemon 


association were paid $384,377.18 for 
fruit shipped during the past season, 
according to the report of Manager 
T. R. Hobbs, read at the annual 
meeting held at San Dimas on Feb- 
ruary 4, with President Harry Dam- 
erel of Covina presiding. 


The association shipped 293 cars 


of 400 boxes each, as compared to 
369 cars last year, which brought a 
return of $318,000. During the past 
year 120 cars of fruit were sold at 
auction, and 169 cars in private 
markets. 


There were 401,706 boxes of lem- 


ons picked during the year, which 
is 42,074 more than last year. The 
packing costs were five cents per box 
less than last year. All directors 
were re-elected. 


The association figures on about 


125 'cars more this year than last. 
The sales from November 1st, 1926, 
to February 4th, 1927, amounted to 
2430 boxes with net returns of $6610, 
and from Nov. st, 1927, to Feb. 4th, 
1S28, the sales amounted to 23,125 
boxes with net returns of $131,943. 
It took from June 4th last year to 
equal the same money and they had. 
sold 40,600 boxes up to that date. 


The amount of fruit in storage 


in California is the lowest iu four 
years, being 276 cars, as ^compared 
to 2706 last year and 1285 two years 
ago. The San Dimas association stor- 
age at present is only six cars, while 
last, year at the same time it was 
niaaety-niue cars. 
' 
. 


The average to date on sales' this 


year is $4.42 a packed box higher 
than at this time last year. Man- 
ager Hobbs presented charts show- 
ing the expenses for the year, the 
shipments and returns, also a chart 
showing the quantity of fruit the 
Exchange Lemon Products company 
has handled each year, given out by 
the manager, and also called atten- 
tion of the stockholders to the ad- 
visability of taking compensation in- 
surance through the Exchange. 


A big airplane dropped in In-

ness" and lack oj the democratic spirit, C. M. Wood, superinten- 
dent of the California Preparatory School for Boys, while admit- 
ting that the free public school plan never will be, nor should be, 
supplanted by the private-school system, declares that the latter 
system has its own place in the educational world and that it often 
meets individual needs in a manner which the public school fails 
to supply. 
The educational ideals of Mr. Wood arc set forth in

It is a difficult task to set forth in any positive detail the 


claims and, for that matter, the actual accomplishments, of the 
better class of private schools without seeming to tread on the 
"feelings" of ardent advocates of the public-school system. Just 
why this is so is not easy to understand, unless the explanation 
lies in the fact that comparisons of any kind are supposed to be 
odious.

There certainly is not the least 


danger that the private-school sys- 
tem will ever, in this great democ- 
racy, supplant the free public school 
plan, or ever seriously jar it. though 
it might not be an altogether bad 
idea for either of these systems that 
they should occasionally suffer a jar- 
ring sufficient to awaken them to a 
fuller sense of their own shortcom- 
ings and their possibilities for im- 
provement. 


ADVANTAGES ENUMERATED 
The purpose of this article is not 


to draw attention to the faults of 
the public schools. Neither is it in- 
tended to magnify unduly the vir- 
tues of any other system of educa- 
tion. 
The desire is merely to enu- 


merate some of the more important 
advantages of private schools for the 
benefit of those who can financially 
afford to patronize them. 
At the 


very best the number of such pa- 
trons must be relatively small, and 


good reason why 


afford this rather 


heavy expense should not know about 
their opportunities and privileges. If 
a setting forth of these advantages 
should, incidentally or by inference, 
draw comparisons more or less un- 
favorable to public schools, that does 


there can be 
those who can 


not constitute a legitimate reason 
for withholding the information. In- 
deed, as intimated, it might prove a 
benefit to them. 
" 


Take, first, the matter of small 


classes and consequent individual at- 
tention. A recent careful survey of 
private secondary schools has dis- 
closed the fact that the average num- 
ber of pupils in each class is only 
twelve for the entire United States. 
The writer does not know what such 
a survey of the public schools would 
show, but each individual reader can 
make his own comparison for the 
schools he happens to know. Many 
public schools will be found with 
classes of forty or fifty pupils. And 
where the device is adopted of di- 
viding these classes into two or tlyee 
sections, to reduce the number in 
each section, the fact should not be 
overlooked that the time for class 
work in each section must be simi- 
larly divided, either by giving only 
twenty minutes or so daily to each 
section ot else longer period only 
once or twice a week. 


TIME CONSERVED 


Dividing classes into sections does 


not put any .more hours in the day. 
It may perhaps reduce somewhat the 
loss in the way of disciplinary inter-

ruptions over what the large 'class 
must sustain, but it cannot possibly 
make up the difference in other ways. 
A private-school class of twelve boys, 
even on a forty-minute schedule, not 
to mention sixty minutes (as many 
private schools arrange) can devote 
as much time to actual class work on 
the lesson of the day as the divided 
class can secure, and still have twen- 
ty to thirty minutes additional time 
for much needed supervised study, 
and for explanation of the follow- 
ing day's work. No criticism in that 
respect should lodge against the pub- 
lic school. There is no avoiding that 
difficulty. 
It 
is inevitable unless 


rarents quit sending so many chil- 
li en to the public schools. 


Again, not only is the private 


school, by reason of its small classes, 
ts supervised study hours, anJ its 
ipeeialized 
teaching, able to offer 


horoughness of work and 
rapid 


irogress to its classes as a whole, 
:-ut it also offers, at least in most 
nstances, such facilities for the ad- 
vancement of extra bright pupils as 
would hardly be possible in a less 
lexible system. It is manifestly un- 
:air that such pupils should be held 
oack to the dead level of the class in 
which they happen to be enrolled, to 
say nothing of being held back to 
the standard of the slowest in the 
class. 
One of the most appealing 


claims of the private school is that 
it will carry pupils as fast as they 
can go. 


CLOSER CONTACT 


text for leveling the charge of ' snob- 
bishness' at such schools. 
Yet to 


unprejudiced 
and 
thoroughly in- 


formed minds there is, generally 
speaking, no truth in the charge. As 
a general rule the private schools 
are not only as truly democratic as 
the public schools, but as truly dem- 
ocratic as anything that can be 
found in educational lines anywhere. 
They may possibly not function ex- 
actly as a "melting pot" for all 
classes and conditions of society, but 
they usually get the metal after it 
has been more or less refined. It isn 't 
so much what goes into the melting 
pot that counts as it is what comes 
out of it. 
Melting pots are fine. 


We need them. In fact, we really 
can't do without them in this great 
democracy. But the pot should not 
call the contents black. Nor should 
it be assumed that parents who can 
afford the intensive, individualized 
training of the private school, with 
the close supervision and companion- 
able asociation of specialized teach- 
ers for their sons and daughters, are 
desiring to make "snobs" of them. 
Much less does it follow that they 
will or do become snobs, or anything 
else less creditable than well-ground- 
ed and well-rounded scholars, as well 
as.entirely worthy citizens. Surely 
such a result must be at least a's 
possible through the private school 
system as it is anywhere. Whether 
it is more probable there than else- 
where must be left for thinking par- 
ents to decide themselves. 


Then, in the private-school—par- 


ticularly in the boarding school— 
there is a kind and degree of con- 
tact between pupil and teacher, out- 
side of recitation and study hours, 
that is practically impossible under 
any other system. If character build- 
ing, including the element of re- 
finement of manners, is worth while 
—and who shall say it is not worth 
while—surely there is an advantage 
in the case of the private school. It 
is no argument against the point to 
say that some private schools fail to 
stress, or perhaps even to improve, 
that opportunity. Hundreds of them 
do improve it. None could do so if 
the opportunity were not available. 
But character building in its best 
sense goes far deeper than good man- 
ners. It is deeper even than good 
morals, important as that is, be- 
cause morals that are founded only 
on social ethics are not always of 
the most enduring kind. A true sense 
of spiritual values, and the knowl- 
edge of how to .make such values 
practical in daily living-that is what 
is needed, and the private school is 
in much the better position to give 
it. Few, if any of them, apart from 
church schools, are doctrinal in their 
work along this line; but most of 
them do, and all of them can, use the 
Bible in their work. In California 
at least, can this be said of the pub- 
lic school workt 


The matter of disciplinary training 


i.; not without significance. 
There 


is no desire here to raise the ques- 
tion of the remissness of parents, or 
of their ignorance, in many cases, of 
the fundamentals for the training of 
children and youth. It is sufficient 
to state the incontrovertible fact 
that in far too many instances most 
of the training along moral and 
social lines, as well as mentally and 
physically, devolves upon the schools, 
whether public or private schools. 
Magnificently the latter have greatly 
the advantage in this respect, if for 
no other reason than that the pupils 
live in the school, as a home, (luring 
the greater part of each year, and 
usually for a sufficient number of 
years insure the establishing of right 
ways of thinking and acting, or in 
(.thi-r words right ideals and habits.

FLOOD CONTROL PROGRESS 


DURING PAST TEN MONTHS 


Address delivered'by J. L. Matthews 


before Glendora Chamber of Commerce 


The year just passed through has been outstanding in flood 


control accomplishment. 


Some of you may not realize that while the controversy has 


been raging over the building of the San Gabriel dam. other pro- 
jects, equally important to their several territories, have been go- 
ing forward to completion with a rapidity not achieved in other 
years. 
The board of supervisors, individually and collectively, 


have been keenly alive to flood control projects this past year, and 
have shown a personal responsibility that has been gratifying to 
all who have studied the situation. They have ordered flood con- 
trol projects to be speeded up within the bounds of good construc- 
tion, and have stood by at all times to see that it was kept at top 
speeed. 
•* 


It is true that this board has found 


many problems settled and a policy 
worked out. which was not possible 
in other years, thus partly account- 
ing for the ability to go ahead. At 
The same time we have a chief en- 
gineer who possesses a remarkable 
ability for the coordination of work: 
who understands how to keep his of- 
fice functioning one hundred percent, 
and who has spent all his time on 
flood control, allowing no other in- 
terest to distract him from this im- 
portant job. 'It is the only job he is 
expected to handle, and I can say 
that he is handling it efficiently. 
I 


am certainly not alone in this opin- 
ion. The members of the board of 
supervisors, one after another, prais- 
ed his work on the occasion of the 
formal dedication of the Pudding- 
stone dam, and at the same time he 
was given a strong vote of confidence 
by several fellow engineers present, 
including J. B. Lippincott, his asso 
ciate in flood control affairs. 
Mr. 


Eaton, to the 
disappointment of 


some, is not a public speaker, but he 
is a most efficient engineer. 


The most remarkable achievement 


in flood control of the past twelve 
months has been the building of the 
Puddingstone dam, where Contractor 
H. W. Rohl moved 350,000 cubic 
yards of dirt and placed it in posi- 
tion in less time than it has ever 
been done before in the history of 
engineering in the United States. In 
the contracting business they call 
him "Lucky Rohl," but I am'of the 
opinion that he mixes his luck with 
brains, which is one of the best for 
mulas for success known to man. He 
built this gigantic reservoir within 
stipulated time. He built it within 
the appropriation, and ho built it ex- 
actly aecr.rding to the flood control 
engineer's specifications. It is ready 
to hold I'd.OOO acre feet of water. 
In my estimation it will bring more 
flood control to the valley urn! con- 
serve more water on the surface than 
any other project in the system, and 
of course, we, in Covina'believe it 
to be of more value to us than all 
the rest of the flood control program 
/•••in ever be.

All institutions of the com- 
munity will serve the two-fold pur- 
pose of, first, providing the physical 
and spiritual necessities of any nor- 
mal . village, and, second, offering 
the channels of training for the boys 
in' the most natural possible "way for 
the activities and duties of their 
later lives. 


BOYS OF TEN YEARS 


It has been decided to adopt the 


general policy of taking boys of 10 
years and over who are of promis- 
ing character and normal mental- 
ity, but who have been deprived by 
an . unkind fate of parents them- 
selves or at least of the loving care 
and careful guidance which every 
child needs and should in some way 
receive. 
There will be no upper 


age limit at which all boys, regard- 
less of circumstances, must leave 
the school.

IN THE SAN GABRIEL 


Most of you know as much about 


the San Gabriel dam situation as I 
do, as it has been in the public 
prints every day for many months. 
The prevailing opinion, however, to 
the effect that there has been an 
unnecessary delay on this project 
during the past year is, in my esti- 
mation, erroneous. The actual delay 
on the San Gabriel dam came prior 
to this year, during that period when 
it was being held up for various rea- 
sons known to all of us. This year 
the work has been going forward 
without a halt so far., The combina- 
tion rail and motor road has just 
been completed, without which no 
groat amount of work could have 
been begun on the construction of 
the dam itself. 
ITnder any circum- 


stances the approach to the dam 
would have to be the first construc- 
tion, and as I said before, this has 
just been completed. The district 
has constructed all its necessary 
buildings in the canyon. The district 
is proceeding rapidly with purchases 
and condemnations in the canyon. 
Several large private holdings are 
just now going into the courts for 
condemnation. No delay in thi 
spect is expectKl. 


The stage is very nearly set for 


the letting of the contract as soon 
as the present case in court has been 
decided.

Hooverizing Again Popular— 


Hoover-for-President clubs are beginning to blossom in 


the warm spring air of California, with indications that they 
are to flourish under the most favorable circumstances in the 
San Gabriel valley. One such is off to an enthusiastic start 
at Pomona. 
• 


Anything can happen between now and time for the pre- 


ferential primaries^ but prognostications are all pointing to- 
ward Hoover as California's choice in the convention. Just 
how far his name can get before the convention is another 
matter entirely. The best men don't always win in a political 
convention. It is only after the selection has been made that 
he becomes the party's standard bearer par excellence, than 
whom there can be none than whomer. 


Los Angeles county was for Hoover for president some 


years ago, and probably will be again. But this is a big and 
diversified country, taking it by large from coast to coast, 
and there are many political complexes. Hoover is a builder, 
a director of great improvement projects, a planner on a 
large scale, a thinker in terms of economic and business ad- 
justment. 


If one has the proper viewpoint there is as much dramatic 


material in such a program, and more, than in platforming 
and barnstorming, but unfortunately most of our political 
leadership, with some notable exceptions, has been brought 
about by a combination of shewdness in politics, and the 
ability to arouse the emotional side. Hoover is not a bril- 
liant figure from the political viewpoint, but he is probably 
the greatest constructionist this country has placed in public 
office since Washington, who, by the way, was an engineer, 
also. 


'They Also Serve"— 


Forgetting to live is one of the regrettable tendencies of 


the American people of today, according to Bishop Burns of 
the Methodist church, who addressed a Covina audience re- 
cently. 


If we would quit conjuring 'up fears for the future and 


continuously viewing with alarm, we might have time to 
enjoy the simple things that beckon us on all sides, and which 
lead us to moments of joy, and these moments multiplied, 
spell happiness'in the present, he intimates. That most of 
our troubles never happen, is axiomatic. The fears of the 
night are banished by the coming of day. But fear returns 
as night again approaches. 
We need the kindly light that 


will lead us through this ever-recurring and encircling gloom. 
We forget to live. 


One of the reasons for this state of mind, in our estima- 


tion, is that too much emphasis is placed upon success, with 
only a vague definition of it. Our schools have held to the 
idea that, first, all youth has a chance some day to be presi- 
dent of the United States, and in a broad sense, this teaching 
leads to a desire beyond the ability to accomplish, bringing 
•inevitable restlessness, a sense of futility and defeat. Thrice- 
blessed is that one who can fill a small niche happily and 
well, and let the rest of the world go by. • 


We were reading the other day of a country doctor's life 


in a mountain area, wherein it was set forth that he died so 
poor a collection was taken up to defray his funeral expenses. 
Yet, he was not only worshipped almost as a superman by 
the people he had served, but he was not unknown in the 
select circles of his own profession. The country folk dedi- 
cated a monument to him in that wilderness town. He asked 
for nothing except a chance to serve, and did not realize, nor 
care, that in serving he had plodded on along the road that 
leads to greatness. 


Business and Elections— 


Col. Leonard P. Ayres, a noted business commentator, 


believes it is a myth that election years are bad years for 
business. He shows that in six of the twelve years since 1880 
in which presidential elections have taken place business has 
been better than normal, that in one year it was normal, and 
in only five years below normal. On the whole, business in 
years of presidential elections has been slightly better than 
normal. It is no doubt that business fluctuations in presiden- 
tial election years are due to economic rather than political 
causes. There appears to be nothing in the situation this 
year that might be regarded as a possible damper on business 
activity. No burning economic question has bobbed up yet 
and it is probable that none will. The national economic 
equilibrium is not likely to be upset this year even though it 
is an election year. 


Thrift—Money Spent Wisely— 


Thrift should not be confused with miserliness. Thrift 


is merely the valuable quality of being able to spend money 
wisely and well, not foolishly. Wise investments make for 
sound business, and greater business. Wise spending makes 
for better products in all lines, and increased production. 
The miser is one who dislikes spending money no matter how 
worthily. He is one of the greatest enemies of progress. The 
amount of money that is hidden in a sock under the floor- 
board, or buried in the backyard, is growing less. Instead, 
it is deposited in banks and circulating in order to produce 
many times its face value. 


Or Forever Hold Your Peace— 


It behooves all citizens to register and vote. Unless the 


people do show an interest in the selection of officials they 
should not expect perfection and satisfaction in the adminis- 
tration of affairs. It requires very little time to register and 
unless you have registered since January 1, 1928, you must 
do so in order to vote at the city election in April, the presi- 
dential delegates in May, the primaries in August and the 
presidential or general election November 6th. This is a 
year of election and the selection of the proper officials can 
only be done when due consideration is given the matter by 
the voters.
